PARIS, March 13.—The approaches to the 
Palais.de Justice were thronged to-day by 
excited crowds. There has not been such 
excitement in Paris since the beginning of 
the Panama scandal, The crowds were 
composed of all classes, from the militant 
Socialist to the wealthy merchant and finan- 
eier, and there was an ominous mur- 
mur of angry talk and a men- 
acing frown on the faces of the 
lower classes Inthe throngthat remindea 
one of the old days preceding the Commune. 
The court room was thronged with as many 
people as could obtain admittance. The 
prisoners seemed themselves revived by the 
new interest which their case had awakened, 
and some thought that the features of 
Charles De Lesseps bore a look of triumph. 

As soon as the court opened; Presiding 
Judge Desjardins ordered that M. Bourgeois, 
the late Minister of Justice, should be sum- 
moned totestify at some time during the 


day.

M. Market, a member ofthe same commit- 
tee, testified that he did not see Sans-Leroy 
leave the room on the occasion in question. 

OPINION OF THE PRESS. 

The existing crisis is the subject of general 
comment in the press. The Journal des Debate 
(Republican) proves that the resignation of M. 
Bourgeois says that there is anarchy in the 
Governmental circle. 

Le Solit (Ofleanist) says: Amid the dis- 
credit and the falling of high personages M. 
Constans alone is unaffected. 

M. Goblet, the former Premier and Pro- 
gressive Republican statesman, writes tothe 
Petit Bepublique; I am convinced that dis- 
solution is the only remedy.’’ 

Li Sicle (Republican) says: The supporters 
of the Government dread the consequences 
of the resignation ot M. Bourgeois. 

The sensation caused by Mme. Cottu's tes- 
timony Saturday does not abate. The attempt 
to propagate the opinion that she was ani- 
mated by a desire to avenge the sentence of 
her husband whén she gave her evidence 
against the government failed completely. 
The Gaulois publishes an interview with her 
in which she says that she was actuated 
merely by a determination to tell the truth 
regardless of personal interests or domestic 
affection. M. Souinary, the police official 
who tried to get from Mme. Cotty documents 
compromising royalist Deputies, has re- 
signed from the directors un of the Peni- 
tentiary Department. Porta Commissary 
Nicole, who arranged the interview with 
Mme. Cottu, will be dismissed. 

Within the last few years M. Leon Bour- 
geois has occupied various high positions in 
the Government. He has been Minister of 
Interior, of Public Instruction and when 
Ribot became Premier, he was given the im- 
portant post that he has now felinquished, 
Minister of Justice, succeeding M. Ricard. 
He is not only a Frenchman, but a Parisan, 
little past 40, and while his political record 
has been short it has been brilliant. 

The fall of the present ministry seems to 
be regarded as a thing soon’ to follow the 
present C §closures. But that Carnot 
will be forced out of the presidency by 
the drift of public sentiment cannot be 
predicted with certainty to-day. Much will 
depend on the defense that M, Bourgeois will 
be able to offer when cglied upon to speak 
foc himself in court. 

THE ISSUE POSTPONED. 

The Chamber of Deputies was crammed to- 
day with members and spectators in the ex- 
pcbtation of a @ivision that would re- 
sult in a ree crisis, Dut ow- 
ing to — — M. Bourgeois, the 
late Minis ustice had been summoned 
to give testimony in the trial of Charles de 
Lesseps and his fellow-defendants for alleged 
corruption, the debate on Panama Matters 
was postponed.

Making Shoes Waterproof. 
From the New York Journal. 

Shoes can easily be made waterproof and 
snow-resisting by the aid ofa little paraffine 
dissolved im benzine. A very little paraffine 
is needed, and only enough benzine to dis- 


solve it and make it flow easily. The prepa- 
ration can de brushed over the uppers and 
even the soles, and as it dries almost as fast 
as put on the shoes are ready for 
wear without any delay. The paraffiine 
presents a firm waterproof @irface and 
does not look amiss, although it 
will not take a shine like unprepared leather. 
But it will resist any amount of wet, and is 
very convenient in snowy weather. The 
preparation differs from the bulk of water- 
roofers in that, instead of making the 
eather stiff and hard, it makes it sort and 
pliable. The mixture ‘can be applied to pat- 
ent leather tips and to uppers composed en- 
tirely of that material, but it takes too com- 
pletely to be used very extensively for the 
purpose, although when the paraffine has 
worn off the polish appears as brilliant as 
ever.

An investigation 
Gisclosed a remarkable series of fatalities, 
Deginning inthe 60s in California, when a 
brother died suddenly of what Mawhor said 
was sunstroke. Mawhor succeeded to his 
brother’s ranch, and soon after married his 
first wife, who died under very suspicious 
circumstances—but as he said, of consump- 
tion, Histhird wife died in Kansas, also 
very suddenly, and her relatives had the 
body exhumed and found traces of strych- 
nine in the stomach. The fourth wife died in 
Fremont County; she sickened one day and 
died in convulsions the next. The fifth wife 
Was seized with convulsions and died ina 
few hours, and the doctors said that the case 
Was undoubtedly one of strychninic poison- 
ing. Mawhor made a statement which 1s 
said to abound in incriminating admissions. 
Among other things he stated that tnree of 
bis former wives had died suddenly and in 
convulsions much like the last one. A month 
before the last death Mawhor had the woman 
insured for $5,(00. The company will not pay 

the policy until this case is tried. 

Mawhor is about 60 years old with a face in- 
dicating ignorance and shrewdness. He is 
worth about $30,000. The defense will set up 
that the fifth wife killed herself. 


BOSTON’S PENITENTIARY MUTINY. 

Boston, Mass., March 13.—The guards and 
the new Warden of the Charleston prison are 
considerably alarmed over the action of the 
prisoners during the past fewdays. All day 
yesterday a perfect pandemonium reigned. 
An attack onthe windows was begun on the 
lower tier, and this was the signal for a gen- 
eral fusillade all over the institution. The 
din in the 600 cells fairly shook the building 
and alarmed the guards most thoroughly. 
There was a hurrying in all directions, as 
there was a fear that some of the men were 
trying to escape under the cover of the noise, 
The convicts have been locked up since Gov. 
Russeli’s first visit, and their demonstra- 
tions since then have shown that they do not 
relish it, From evidences found in the work- 
shops, the guards are confident that the 
prisoners have been laying plans for a ge n 
eral prison delivery.

FOUR THOUSAND MEN LAID OFF. 

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., March 13.—Last night 
the ice in the Mohawk west ofthe city broke 
up and formed an immense gorge against the 
Fitchburg rallroad bridge, three miles from 
here. The water overflowed the banks, 
flooding Edison Park and that portion of the 
city occupied by the Westinghouse Co. and 
the General Electric.

Co.’s works, which aggregate sixteen acres, 
are under water to adepth of three feet; both 
plants have shut down and 4,000 men are laid 
of.

THE PACKWOOD MURDERERS. 


All Denger ef Lynching at Deland 
Seema to Have Passed. 


DELAND, Fla., March 13.—Sheriff Kurtz has 
returned from Orlando, where he delivered 
Bill McRea to the Sheriff of Orange County 
for safe-keeping, and all danger of lynching 
at Deland seems to be over. Many of the 
citizens, however, expected to see the three 
ulleged murderers of the Packwood family 
swinging this morning from the limbs of the 
same historic live oak tree on Rich avenue 
from which ona bright Sunday morping in 


August, 1891, depended the cold form of Lee 
Bailey, the mulatto negro, that outraged an 
estimable lady of this place the night pre- 
vious. 

Dr. D. J. McRea, the venerable father of 
William McRea, was here yesterday and is 
bowed down with grief over his son’s mis- 
fortune, believing, however, in the innbcence 
of his boy. He isan old and prominent — 2 
sician of Sanford, and himself and family 
stand well socially and politically. 

The McRea family have retained Judge K. 
Foster of Orange, to defend William McRea 
and the Velusia County Commissioners have 
retained Maj. St. Clair Abrams of Lake, to 
assist States Attorney Beggs in the prosecu- 
tion. These lawyers stand at the head of the 
criminal bar of Florida, while Beggs is con- 
ceded to have nosuperior among the State’s 
attorneys of the nine circuits. The case will 
Be tried at the September term of the Volusia 
Court unless a change of venue Is granted. It 
is reported that McRea’s attorneys willask 
for a transfer of the case to another county.

CROOKEDNESS IN STRAIGHT TICKETS. 

Again the yawp of thé party organ is 
heard proclaiming the Republican munici- 
pal ticket the best that was ever pre- 
sented to the people of St. Louis, and de- 
claring all thé men on it from top to bot- 
tom alike honest, capable and worthy. 

Does thie mean that Dunnerman for 
Comptroller, Fishback for Auditor and 
Scudder for Treasurer are to be judged by 
what the records may tell against Wal- 
bridge, Ziegenhein and Thomas? 

These three and Foerstel were on the 
ticket four years ago and were elected by 
the same combination that put the

Stevenson because he, as Comptroller, was 
not watchful enough to prevent Foerstel’s 
misfeasance in the Treasurer’s office, and 
then to nominate for Mayor the Pres- 
ident of the Council who made things 
easy for both Ziegenhein and Foerstel, is a 
queer way of making the ticket ‘‘a posi- 
tive guarantee against corruption and 
scandal in the management of the busi- 
ness of the city.’’ 

We are certainly in a bad way if there 
are no better men on the Republican ticket 
than those who went in with Foerstel and 
the ‘‘push’’ four yearsago. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the people of St. 
Louis have learned to their sorrow that 
voting any party’s municipal ticket 
straight is the worst possible way of pre- 
venting crookedness in office. They surely 
have learned to look ‘out for themselves, 
judge for themselves and vote for no city 
candidate without some better reason than 
the fact that he has captured a party 
nomination and the indorsement of the 
party organs. 


A PHASE OF PHARISAISM. 

The fruitless investigations into the 
affairs of the Whisky Trust and the Ameri- 
can Committee of the Panama Canal Co. 
are illustrations of the apparent immunity 
of crime committed in béhalf of great 
moneyed interests. 

In one of these cases a witness swore that 
he was hired by officers of the corporation 
to blow up the distillery of a rival com- 
pany with dynamite. The matter had been 
before the Federal Courtin Chicago, but 
for some inexplicable cause proceedings 
were dropped and indictments were not 
found. When the President of the trust 
was called before the Investigating Com- 
mittee he was asked about everything but 
this alleged crime and was not called upon 
to deny the sworn testimony of the accusing 
witness. Why was he treated with so 
much gingerly consideration? 

The committee appointed to inquire into 
the means employed to prevent hostile 
action in 1880 against the Panama Canal 
scheme of Ferdinand de Lesseps knew that 
$40,000,000 had been sent to this country 
and it was openly charged that this money 
had procured a nullification of the Monroe 
doctrine and a reversal of the traditional 
American policy adopted seventy years 
ago and faithfully observed as a part of 
the American system of political ideas. 
But the President ef the committee merely 
protested that he knew of no corruption. 
He was not asked troublesome questions 
and the men who kept the acoounts and 
knew how the money was disbursed were 
hot annoyed with questions, which touched 
the nerve. Of course, nothing of im- 
portance was discovered and the com- 
mittee reported that they found nothing 
erooked. Why did the gentlemen charged 
with the inquiry so carefully refrain from 
putting questions calculated: to bring out 
the truth? 

A study of Grand-jury records in many 
of our large cities will suggest answers to 
these two questions. Indictments can 
seldom be found where there is the smallest 
danger of exposing rottenness in the roof of 
our social fabric and among the ‘pillars of 
society’? to the vulgar gaze. Respectability 
must not be discredited. Todo that would 
weaken authority, breed contempt of the 
‘‘better class’? among the masses 
and inevitably lead to a weakening 
of the foundations ot society, 
‘*Respectability’’ is hardly earned by 
much financial scheming and manipula- 
tion and many sacrifices of scruples. 80

Recorder of Voters James L. Carlisle, after 
A talk with Secretary C. H. F. Rohlfing of the 
Republican Central Committee, has decided 
to change the tally sheets to be used at the 
election in such a way as to make it dificult 
for the clerk in the booth tallying the voters 
asthey are called to him off the tickets, 
to «cheat by tallying a vote for 
the wrong man.

that it Is impossibie for the judges watching 
to see which name is tallied by the 
clerk. Secretary Rohifiag wanted the 
Recorder to use different tally sheets for the 
different parties, and the Recorder decided, 
after consultation with the printers, that 
this would make altogether too much trouble 
for the counters. 

‘Ihave decided,’’ said he to-day, ‘‘to 
have the names of the candidates for the 
same office printed so farapart that it will 
be possible for a man watching 
even some distance away, to 
tell where the pencil of the tally clerk 
goes.
